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PARLIAMENT POINTERS. 


The North-West Subsidy—Queen’s 
Counsels and Other Items 
of Interest. . 


_—_——— 


In the Commons Davin introduced a 
moiion which he had before pxrliament 
last session. He wanted an expression 
from the House to the effect that it 
would be expedient to apply twenty 
thousand dollars aid in establishing 
creameries and cheese factories in the 
Territories. Mr. Oliver objected to 
the idea of the Government erecting 
cheese factories and creameries which 
wculd come into competition with those 
already in operation. What the Terrt- 
tories wanted was more settlers and 
more cows. Hon.,S. Fisher, Minister 
of Agriculture, declared it was the in- 
tention of the government to take up 
the matter of dairy interests in the 
Territories. He advised Davin to 
leave the matter in the hands of the 
Government. He complimented Mr. 
Oliver on the manner in which he put 
the needs of the North-West before the 
House. Tupper advised Davin to fall 
in with the suggestion made by Mr. 
Fisher. Davin resented the commpli- 
mentary allusion made by Mr. Fisher, 
about Oliver and gave expression to 
his feelings on the floor of the House. 


On Frida; the question of partizan- 
ship among civil servants was raised 
by Sir Hibbert Tupper who complained 
that some dismissals had been made 
without trial. Davies (Minister of 
Marine) replied that those dismissed 
had displayed partizanship to his cer- 
tain knowledge, and he was going to 
waste no time on trials in such cases. 
Mr. Davies said: “ I would nov dis 
charge a man for voting for his party ; 
that is a sacred right which should not 
be interfere’ with. But when a public 
official takes an active part in an elev- 
tion and makes himself politically 
offensive, he takee his official life in his 
hapd, and if the party which he 
actively supports is unsuccessful his 
political head comes off.” Mr. Lister. 
stated that in 1878 the first act of the 
Conservative government was to dis- 
miss Liberal officials not one by one 
but by hundreds. The late Govern- 
ment had turned the civil service into 
an organization of electio- heelers. If 
the government did not dismiss these 
partisans, not only would the Liberals 
of the country be disappointed, but 
these officials as well, for they expected 
to be dismissed if Tupper was defeated 
and some of them had said they would 
not work under a French papist 
premier. The Ontario Conservatives 
complained that provincial officials 
openly took part againet them. While 
it was contended that officials should 
not be diswissed for partisanship with- 
out trial no defence was made for those 
civil servants who worked in the = in- 
terests of candidates in the campaign. 
The opinion was generally concurred 
in that their heads should come off. 


Questioned regarding a prohibition 
plebiscite, the Premier replied, ‘“ The 
hon. gentleman knows that this is part 
of the policy of the Liberal govt rnment. 
A plebiscite will be taken, but on what 
date I cannot say at this moment.” If 
the people of Canada are in favor of 
prohibition, we supposé they will get 
it, but it would be a great mistake to 
‘try to enforce such a measure, unless 
it can be shown that public opinion is 
ovefwhelmingly in favor of prohibition. 
Public opinion is the best prohibition | 
law that can be enacted.

Mr. Oliver, in introducing his motion, 
pointed out the needs of the Territories 
for more money than they at present 
receive. Hexaid that owing to the 
sparseness of settlement, the cost of 
administering the government could 
not be otherwise but heavy. He in 
stanced how in 1893 the expenditure 
on education amounted to $97,000. 
This year it is $120,000. He pointed 
out that other calls which bore heavily 
on the revenue were public improve- 
nents, relief of distress, grants to 
hospitals. Mr. Oliver claimed that the 
Goverrment having created governing 
powers in the North-West Territories, 
as they at present exist, should pro- 
vide funds to carry it on. On the 
basis of provincial subsidies, Mr. 
Oliver pointed out that the Territorie« 
are entitled to a subsidy in the neigh- 
borhood of $450,000. They were not 
asking for that much, however, but 
simply an increase over the present 
amount, which would enable the As 
sembly to meet actual necessities of the 
Government. Mr. Davin seconded all 
Mr. Oliver had said. The motion for 
the papers passed without opposition. 

Mr. Davin quoted from the Moose 
Jaw Times, giving a report of Mr. 
Lavrier’s speech on the freight rates 
question at that place on Sept. 28, 
1894. In part he said: “ I understand 
the freight ratee you have to pay are 
outrageous. This condition of things 
must have a solution. There must be 
competition and I pledge my word 


-that at the proper time a solution and 


a remedy will come.” 

Mr. Laurier replied that the senti- 
ments of the article were good and he 
expected the report was correct. He 
thought the tariff reductions:which the 
Government proposed to introduce next 
session would tend to a general re- 
duction in freight rates. 

Mr. Davinis no doubt trying to 
muke sure of the Police and ranchers’ 
votes next time.

Homesteader’s Exemption From 
School Taxes. 


On Monday of last week Judge 
Richardson heard argument fromm 
counsel upon an appeal against an ass- 
essmnent for school taxes entered by 
Thos.

AGRICULTURAL 


The nutritive value and the cost of 
various foods for cows are thustreat- 
ed by @ practical correspondent of the 
Otsego Farmer: 

“In order to feed the cow intelligent- 
ly and to the greatest profit a person 
not only needs to know her mechanism 
and requirements but the nature and 
the composition of the different fodders 
and the value of the different concen- 
trated foods. No farmer should keep 
a dairy of cows unless he knows approx- 
imately at least what their food costs 
and the profit derived from its con- 
sumption. I regret to say there are 
only a few who keep the profit and loss 
side of their dairy. But the low prices 
of dairy products the past season should 
force every dairyman in the future to 
keep an account of the record of each 


cow; at least he should know for a 
certainty whether she pays for the food 
she consumes. Profit in the future 
will come to that one who keeps the 
best cows and le knows how to feed 

A great many experiments have been 
carried on, especialiy in Germany, to 
fini out the digestibility of different 
foods ; from which we find that animals 
differ much in their capacity for diges- 
tion, and foods differ much in their di- 
gestibility. Those are the more valua- 
ble that can be the morereadilydigest- 
ed and assimilated. On the amount of 
food consumed by ansanimal will de- 
pend not only its maintenance but its 
ability to grow or develop flesh or pro- 
duce milk. The food supply must be 
more than enough for maintenance, for 
it is evident that no food can go ta the 
production of milk or fat until what is 
needed to maintain life has been sup- 
plied. There is certainly no profit in a 
dairy of cows that are only fed suffi- 
cient to keep them alive or in equili- 
brium—that is a state of neither gain- 
ing nor losing. 

‘Another point to consider in the 

feeding of stock is palatability. I pre- 
sume there arc many farmers who will 
ridicule this assumption. for one I be- 
lieve’s the cow’s sense of taste and smell 
1S a3 acute as a human being’s. Her 
likes and dislikes are as noticeable as 
any person’s. .'‘lo be sure a cow’s taste 
for food can be created; she may not 
like ensilage or even roots at first, but 
it will not be long before she will. A 
great aid to palatability is the amount 
of water contained in food, the more 
Succulent the food the more palatable 
and the more digestible it will be. Food 
that sharpens the appetite like silage 
or roots, aids digestion. The greater 
tha palatability the greater the con- 
sumption and the greater the vigor, 
hence theg reater the profit. 
.. .As to the amount of food to be fed, 
it has been said that a certain amount 
1S necessary to maintain life. It has 
also be found by experiment that on 
eighteen pounds of dry matter for 1,000 
pounds of live weight an animal will 
simply maintain its equilibrium, 
neither gaining nor losing. If cows are 
kept for profit, only in the food fed be- 
yond that ready for maintenance will 
there be any profit. Animals fed less 
than the food of support will grow poor, 
and it will cost more to bring them 
back to their former condition of flesh, 
that is, they will have to consume 
more food and at greater expense, than 
if they had had sufficient food to main- 
tain their former condition. A dairy- 
man that hopes to gain by pinching 
and scrimping his stock through the 
winter wiil invariably lose in the end. 
The laws of nature must be obeyed. 
rhe cows’ wants must be supplied at 
whatever cost if they are to be of pro- 
fit to their owner. Far wiser is the 
farmer who gives away half his dairy 
than he who attempts to starve the 
whole through the ‘winter. 

The cow requires a certain amount 
of coarse food, something that is bulky 
to distend her paunch and make it ac- 
tive. A ration should consist of two 
thirds of coarse or dry fodder and one- 
third of concentrated food in weight. 
rhe Germans have laid down a number 
of standards. For a milch cow Arm- 
bey and Stewart recommend a ration 
1:5 or 1:5 5—that is one part albumi- 
noids, nitrogenous or flesh forming, to 
five carbohydrates or heat forming. The 
nearer this ratio is followed the more 
profit will there be and the more econ- 
omic the result. Of course, every farm- 
er cannot profitably feed the same. 
Some can raise their albuminoids in 
the shape of clover, peas, etc., cheaper 
than they can buy them in bran or 
cotton seed meal. It is desirable, how- 
ever, to raise a well balanced ratio on 
the farm. Corn is not, or is Timothy 
hay. Stock will become thin if feed 
exclusively on either; they must be 
supplemented with good clover hay, 
bran or oii meal, As to the kind of 
bulky food to feed, I do not think it 
makes so much difference whether it 
is straw, hay, clover or silage, provided 
it is palatable and enough  concen- 
trated and succulent food is added to 
balance the ration; although I think 
if it was left for the cow to choose 
she would take silage with a little 
bran and oil meal thrown in. 

With the present prices for dairy 


Products and no better prospects in 
sight, it behooves every farmer to 
cheapen production. We must raise 


more corn, clover, oats, peas and roots. 
With these we can be inlependent, and 
our money, what little we do get, will 
not have to go West for grain or into 
the pockets of the freight companies. 

For the past winter we have kept 
om an average thirty head of cattle, 
twenty-five milch cows and five heifers, 
exclusively on corn, beets‘ and bran. 
The corn was raised from seventeen 
acres, three of sweet, mostly fed zreen, 
four common state, and ten western 
for silage. We had two acres of roots, 
from which we raised 1,500 bushels, 
mostly beets, which, by the way, were 
fed whole, I think the beets would 
have largely taken the place of the 
bran, but we bought the latter that 
we might se!l our hay and not deplete 
the farm, for hay at $10 is too expen- 
sive to feed stock and at $18 it isa lux- 
ury. We practice feeding only twice 
a day, but an ample allowance is given 
each time. This gives the stock plenty 
of time to digest and assimilate their 
food, and none was wasted on that 
score. 

“The experience of the stock to 
show that they can only exist for six 
months on corn, roots and bran, but 
positively put on fat and yield a hand- 
some profit in milk. Cows that were 
thin in the fall are now in a prime con- 
dition, which further shows that the 
food given, if not at all times well bal- 
anced, at least was relished and served 
its purpose. We can call it a utility 
ration and make the cow believe, if 
some do not, that it exactly meets her 
needs. The main thing is to have her 
satisfied, and we anaodt be if she yields 
us forty pounds of milk a day on such 
a@ ration. 


THE LOVE OF WORK.

If this were the rule we would have 
very many poor farmers; for we believe 
that no man can succeed as a farmer 


unless he is in love with the work he 
has to do. He may love it for its re- 
sults or profits, but he is not fitted to 
be successful unleas he loves the work 
for its own sake. : 

No man can be a successful dairyman 
who does not love his cows; nor can a 
man be a successful breeder of horses 
or cattle unless he becomes so attached 
to them as individuals or in the mass 
that he takes delight im feeding and 
caring for them, and has real pleasure 
in seeing them enjoying themselves. 

Never undertake to do anything 
about cattle, horses, sheep, or even hogs 
unless you have some concern for their 
welfare and comfort, apart from the 
profit you expect to realize. 

you do not in some sense love 
your work you will never succeed in 
anything you undertake. Such indiffer- 
ence and laziness must always result in 
failure.

While there is good pasturage is a 
good time to push the growth and fat- 
tening of undesirable animals. When 
— are réady to market, sell them. 

If you have fences on your farm, see 
that they are properly kept up. Broken 
fences and tumble-down gates are sure 
indications of indifference in the owner. 

Ventilate your cow stables; keep your 
cows clean; give them good food and 
pure water; keep yourself and your 
surroundings clean while handling 
the product from the udder to the but- 
tertub, and you will hear little about 
“animal odor.” 

Keep the pigs clean and feed them 
preperty and they will not scour. Anat- 
tack of scours equals the dropping of 
about one week of growth, consequently 
it will pay to use in the way of better 
sanitary conditions and _ prevention 
foods. ‘ 

The dairyman must depend largely 
upon his own judgment as to what 
breed of cows to keep. He should, if 
he is making butter; choose a breed 
best suited to producing butter; if he 
sells milk he wants a cow that gives 
a large quantity of milk. 

There is a good object lesson for the 
farmers of some sections in the records 
made by Iowa dairymen. In one of the 
dairy counties in that state the amount 
of butter exported last year sold for 
nearly two-and-a-half million dollars. 
Times never get very hard under con- 
ditions of that sort. 

A hard working anfmal_ is always 
thin, and requires more food to support 
it than does one in idleness, because 
the muscles and the fat are consumed 
in heat production. This heat passes 
off through the skin and leaves the 
bedy at a normal temperature. If this 
escape is arrested, fever follows; if it 
escapes too rapidly, chill and its conse- 
quences result.
